Among the points listed in 
the letter is a reference to what 
Dr. G.W. Kusserow of Porterville 
called “quite a discrepancy” 
between DWP reports on 
weather patterns in the San 
Joaquin valley and_ those 
reported by the U.S. Weather 
bureau. Dr, Kusserow pointed 
out that the foggy winter 
months will be of extreme 
importance to citrus growers in 
the area if the plant creates a fog 
layer of its own. 

Other points of the letter 
request a copy of the 
Preliminary Hazards Summary. 
which reportedly has been 
submitted to the Atomic Energy 
commission by the DWP. and 
an inquiry as to whether the 
DWP is willing to “join other 
Tulare county groups in seeking 
early completion of. the East 
Side division of the Central 
Valley project or the lateral 
(cross valley) canal in order to 
benefit the community as a 
whole.” 

Dr. E.P. Brauner of Visalia 
reported to the board that he 
had contacted a team of three 
UCLA nuclear engineers who 
have expressed an interest in 
doing an on-site meteorlogical 
study of the Frazier valley. 


Boudreau said he would request 
funds from the county board of 
supervisors for the team to make 
the study. 


The nice weather of the last 
few weeks has enabled the home 
gardener to continue planting 
and improving his garden.

state projects to build up the 
quality of Delta water. He also 
expressed disappointment at 
what he termed the 
‘“‘faint-hearted” reaction of 
Southern California water 
interests to the ruling. 

“At this point, an official of 
the city of Los Angeles comes to 
Tulare county and says the East 
Side project will never be 
authorized. A lot of people said 
the same thing 40 years ago 
before the Friant-Kern canal was 
built and saved much of ‘the 
southern San Joaquin Valley 
east side. The East Side division 
is just as badly needed today as 
Friant-Kern was then, but we 
won’t get it if we listen to the 
negative thinkers and 
defeatists.”” 

Sorensen said more than 85% 
of water deliveries from the East 
Side project would be used to 
continue already existing 
agricultural enterprises. 

‘‘In Tulare county alone, 
annual gross income from 
agriculture is over $400 million. 
Much of the continued 
prosperity of agriculture, 
industry and the cities depends 
upon. future deliveries of 
supplemental water.”

in this great Porterville day 
program,” Bennett says. ‘“‘We 
will need full community 
participation to put on a show 
that people of the Porterville 
community can be proud of.” 

Money being raised is to 
cover expenses of a western 
show and parade that will be 
staged during the Panther band 
show as a supplement to the 
show, depicting the trek to the 
west during and following the 
California Gold rush. 

At the present time, nine 
horse-drawn vehicles are 
definitely signed and at least two 
more are needed; groups and 
individuals are being recruited to 
represent early-day California 
Spanish, Indians, gold miners 
and mountain men; at least six 
horseless carriages will be 
included in the “pageant of the 
west,” with a total of some 18 
western units to participate with 
the band. 

“This means that at least 100 
people - all in proper costume - 
will be involved with this show, 
not including the Panther band 
and Girls Drill team,” Bennett 
states.
